The bodies ol the dead, placed in 
numbers of four upoa gun-carriages, pre­ 
ceded by a regiment of the Imperial Guard 
marching with arms reversed, with a band 
playing a funeral dirge, were conveyed 
from the chapel where the religious ser­ 
vices over them had been performed to the 
cemetery on the east side of the Neva, and 
where there interred with the usual mil­ 
itary ceremonies, platoons ot the infantry 
dr mg sounds oyer the graves as the earth 
was thrown upon the coffins. The attitude 
of the populace as the funeral cortege 
passed from tho Winter Palace to the 
cemetery was ominously cold and threat­ 
ening.

I. O u r most excellent Governor, in bls 
m essage delivered to the Legislature en tbe 
15ih ult., in speaking of the late sickness 
Bt the school, says: 
“The epidemic which prevailed in that 
institution last summer attracted wide at­ 
tention and elicited much discussion. 
It is 
easy to be wise after the last. 
The health 
o f the boys and all connected with tbe 
school had been for years exceptionably 
good, undtr circumstances aud conditions, 
to all appearance precisely similar to those 
existing when the disease broke out, and 
the managers are not censurable because 
they did -Lot diccover .the indiscovera­ 
ble.”

as late as July or August and after tbe 
s cko« ss brid become alarming and that to 
■»x&minatw n then made, caused a more 
frt quern cleansing oi the sewers and oat* 
; buildings. 
There seems to be no Superintendents 
j report for the year ending on the 90th of 
i last September, although there was a gen* 
Heman then in charge, who was abundant- 
i ly able to make such a report, and bid 
such a report been made, the Governor 
and the people would have learned some­ 
thing more about tbe late epidemic at the 
school, including, perhaps, the following 
facts: 
Whee tbe change was made in the su­ 
perintendency lo April last, the health of 
the boys was good and remained so for 
several months thereafter. On the 20th of 
September, and while twenty or thirty 
boys were lying sick, the acting superin 
unaent was taken with the fever arn! 
many of the employes were panic stricken 
and many of tbe boys bad become demor 
alized. 
Mr. Donaldson, the bookkeeper, 
assumed on his own motion, the control OI' 
the sc ti oo I aud immediately began the ase 
al disinfectants, which he had urged upon 
those In authority to use before, but 
which had not, up to that time, been 
adopted to any extent, if at all. 
Between 
the 20th and 30th of September, three o 
the sick boys died and the alarm increased. 
Mr. Donaldson, alter consulting with the 
Secretary of the Board, accepted Mrs 
Dunbar's liberal offer to furnish (free of 
charge) a supply of Bethesda Spring water 
tor drinking and culinary purposes at the 
school, and on each of the last two days of 
September a tall supply of that water was 
furnished. On tbe first day of October 
majority of the executive committee, find­ 
ing several barrels of that water upon the 
grounds, ordered it poured into the gutter, 
assigning as a reason for tbe wanton waste 
of that “hie giving elixat”—that its use 
would be *n admission that the water at 
the school was bad, which they were not 
willing 
to 
admit. 
This 
action of 
a 
majority 
of

committee 
which 
bad, 
for 
many 
months 
had exclusive control of the affairs at the 
school, must have been regarded by Mr. 
Donald on as a severe snub, but he re­ 
mained true to the Interests of the boys, 
whose friend ho is, aud stood at his post oi 
duty aud at a board meeting on the follow 
mg day. bv a joint action of Judge Gibbs 
and Mr. O'Neill, and in the absence of a 
part ut the committee, he was formerly 
put in charge oi tbe institution and au­ 
th* nzed to continue tbe use of Bethesda 
water. During the continuation of this 
new order of things, which lasted through 
the month of October, no new cases of 
lever occurred aud at tbe end of that month 
all sick boys were reported as convalescing. 
During (bu warm weather in October, and 
atter the health at the school became 
greatly improved, the leading member ol 
the executive 
committee ordered 
Mr 
Beach, who had charge oi the stock at the 
barns, to begin again tbe killing of fat hogs 
to be used as food tor the boys ; but as Mr 
Donaldson was laminar with the evil coo­ 
st quences cf ^feeding boys on fresh pork 
during the warm weather in the earlier 
part ol the sea-oo, ( wLich had never before 
been done,) be countermanded the order, 
and Mr. Beach obeyed the directions of the 
ibm acting superintendent. 
At the end of that month Mr. Donaldson 
was. without notice, relieved of his duties 
as acting superintendent, and a few weeks 
later. Sir. Beach was discharged, thougn an 
excellent man. Soon aller Mr. Donaldson 
was relieved and (he use of dislbfectants 
gent rally discontinued, several new cases 
oi fever occurred, two of which proved 
fatal. 
Mr. Donaldson has been employed 
at tbe school tor ab »ut six years aud was 
one of tbe moit generally useful men ever 
engaged there, always performing his own 
duties well and oftentimes the duties oi 
oilers without faultfinding ;and in the day 
of ihe sc h o o l severest affliction, when it 
was f» u • ti wit bout a “responsible head,” h* 
threw himself Into the breach and soot* 
discovered what to others had been indis­ 
coverable, the unwholesome meats wen 
discarded, pure water was adopted and the 
f al places di>infected. 
But tor these, abo 
other equally praiseworthy acts, he hat- 
incurred much bider hostility, which has 
become as malignant as the disease with 
which he so sue cees iuliy battled

*4Tbe health of the school has been ex­ 
ceptionally good 
Physicians* hills mod­ 
erate, cases of fatal sickness few, and in no 
case attributable to. causes arising here. 
The sanitary condition of tbe buildings, 
grounds and sewers, has received the most 
careful attention and supervision, as tbe 
result proves. 
We suppose that regular 
habits rn sleeping, eating, work and play, 
personal neatness,, plain food, well cooked 
and plenty of It, have done much to to pre­ 
serve the health of the boys.” 
4. The B^ard of Managers In their re­ 
port for 1879. (just published) make the 
following statements and admissions: 
“The health of the inmates, < Airers and 
employes for the first haji of tbe fiscal year 
was very good. and so cen troid until 
some time during the month of July, or 
early in August, when a malignant form of 
typho-ma<anal feyer attacked several of 
the employes and inmates. 
Thi« sudden 
and unlooked for change in our condition 
caused the greatest anxiety and alarm. We 
at or ce instituted a careful and thorough 
examination into every department of the 
Institution and the grounds where any 
latent cause of disease might exist 
We 
caused tbe sewers and outbuildings to be 
subjected to more frequent and effectual 
cleansing, and Introduced :be use ot deod 
onzera and disinfectants wherever any 
good would be likely to result from thou 
use. The character of tbe water used in 
the institution became tke subject of re­ 
mark and suspicion. 
We btgan the use 
of Bethesda 8piing water, kindly offered 
by Mrs. Dunbar.” 
It will be seen that reports of 1878 shew 
that disinfectants were freely used, and 
the sanitary condition of the premises re* 
ceived the most careful attention and 
supervision, which • caused good health 
during that year ; while the report of the 
Board for 1879, admits that disinfectants

Oscar Taylor'* Experience as a Bur­ 
glar.—flow he was Initiated and 
Afterwards Arrested. 
Oscar Taylor, a young man arrested for 
a robbery committed at Alden, N. Y., is 
now confined in jail at Newburg. He bas, 
since bis arrest, given a history of bis 
career la knavery, which, considering its 
short duration—six months—has been un­ 
usually eventful. About six months ago 
he left Alden and came to New York. On 
his arrival bere ne fell in with a gang of 
thieves in a drinking saloon and was in­ 
duced without much persuasion to join 
them. 
He was then conducted by two ot their 
number, by many windings, to a narrow 
street The leader suddenly darted toto a 
narrow alley and the 
others followed. 
After passing through a yard they stopped 
before a door leading into a cellar. 
Tnree 
raps by the leader and the door was cau­ 
tiously opened. This place Taylor de 
scribes as a thieves* rendezvous, coot»‘a- 
lng 
everything 
necessary 
to the 
trade—burglar’s tools, knives, 
pistols, 
jimmies and crucibles for melting down 
silverware. Here the newcomer was com­ 
pelled to swear that he would never be­ 
tray his comrades, the oath being adminis­ 
tered by one of their number known as 
"Slippery Jim." The penally for breaking 
the oath, they said in blood-curdling tones, 
was to be shot at slight. He was also 
instructed never to recognize any ol the 
members of the gang in the street, and to 
always follow his conductor in silence 
until the cellar was reached. Especial care 
was to be taken when they were under the 
eyes of the police or had any reason to 
suspect they were being watched. Taylor 
•ays he is not able to say how many men 
belong to the gang, as he never saw all of 
them at the same time. The only ones be 
knew by name were "Burglar Dick,” 
Slippery Jim," and his companion George 
Scott, with whom most of his own robber­ 
ies were committed. He was never able 
to go to the rendezvous without a guide, 
and when he was conducted there it was 
by a circuitous route. The method of 
operating practised by tbs thieves was to 
go rn pairs, taking different routes, Into tnt 
interior of neighboring States. 
During Taylor’s connection with the 
gang he operated with George Scott. Cue 
of their first expeditions was to Pepperiii, 
Mass., where he and his companion broke 
into a cutlery store nod carried away f SOO 
id costly pocket knives.

About Tea Drinking. 
From the hew York Times. 
The doctors, it appears, do noitagree at 
whether the practice oi tea tasting by 
orokers and others engaged in the tea bus­ 
iness is usurious. In an ^interesting paper 
read beiore the American Neurological 
Association last Bummer, Dr. VV. J. Mor­ 
on staled that the business was an un- 
oealtby one, and that few could carry it on 
many 
years without

denied in the Medical Record ny Dr. C. L. 
Dana, who has been among the tea tasters 
and gathered their opinions and exper­ 
ience. There are he cays, probably more 
man IOO firms engaged in the business in 
this city. In each of their offices is a large 
(able, with a round revolving top, on which 
stands a circle of teacups. 
At this table

lots of tea. A pair of scales, with a silver 
halt-dime rn one balance, stands on the 
center of the table, while near at band are 
one or two kettles ot boiling water.

>n It. The taster stirs up the leaves, lifts 
them on his spoon, and inhales the aroma. 
de then generally Ukes up a sip of the in­ 
fusion, watch he sometimes swallows &nd 
sometimes, atter holding ii in his mourn 
for a short tune,spin oat into an enormous 
braes cuspador. On tome occasions a com­ 
pany of buyeis and seller* sit around the 
table and, while quaffing the aromatic 
beverage, discuss us “body," “fitness,” 
tosstiness," Ac. 
The skill of a trained 
taster Is remarkable. He readily deter- 
iriw[1 mines not only the quality of the tea, 
ban the | — •S» age,strength,flavor, fineness, Ac,— 
bat he can tell la wha! district of China it 
was grown. A tea-tamer is usually trying 
> atopies for hoars at a time every day. 
Sometimes as many as 400 or 590 cups a 
day are tasted by one person. An average 
of 300 caps a day throughout the year is 
said to be a low estimate of the quantity 
tried by each taster. It is estimated thai 
about half a pound of tea is used in mak­ 
ing 300 cups. But this does not all get 
into the system. Much is taken into the 
system by inhalation and some by absorp­ 
tion through the aumous meat brans of the 
mouth. But not more than two or three 
cups a day are actually swallowed. Dr. Dana 
reaches the conclusion that the business 
is a healtby one. 
And this, he says, he 
found to be the uniform opinion of those 
engaged in it He cites ten cases of per­ 
sons, varying in age from 30 to 73 years, 
who have been tea tasters for periods rang­ 
ing from 7 to 40 years. 
They were ail 
strong, healtby men. Dyspepsia was rare­ 
ly touod among this class, and no cases of 
weak vision were discovered. 
The fact 
that tea tasting is a healthful pursuit Dr. 
Dana considers indisputable. 
This con­ 
clusion he reconciles with the statement 
that the toxic effects of tea are injurious 
by showing that the amount of tea taken in 
the system by tea tasters is much smaller 
than it appears to be.
